P IC K L E T IM E . 
LIC K P IC K LE.—For this pickle 
take green cucumbers, quarter 
them and pads them with salt 
and peppers in layerx; let them stand 
for an hour, drain and boil in vinegar 
enough to cover them; peel somali on 
Ion* and cook with them In the vine­ 
gar. 
Let them boll until tender. 
Chill Sauce.—Eight large tomatoes, 
very ripe; eight onions, six green pep­ 
pers, eight coffee cupfuls of vinegar, 
four tablespoonfuls of salt, one table­ 
spoonful each of allspice, cloves, cin­ 
namon and nutmeg. 
Slip the skin* 
from the tomatoes and cut them Into 
Chunks; slice one green sw eJt pepper 
and add the seasoning and sliced on­ 
ions. 
But allspice and cloves Into a 
bag and l>oll with the others, as they 
discolor the sauce lf they are ground 
or bolled loose. 
Cook at once In the 
vinegar. 
Salad IMckle.-Twelve medium sized 
cucumbers, sliced thin without peel­ 
ing; four small onions, sliced thin. Put 
O' or tills one half cupful of salt and 
let It stand two hours, after which 
drain off the brine and add one half 
cupful of olive oil and one pint of vine­ 
gar, one tablespoonful each of yellow 
and black mustard seed and one table­ 
spoonful of * lory seed. 
Heat and bot­ 
tle while scalding hot 
Cucumber and Pepper Pickle —Three 
or four dozen cucumbers, a like num­ 
ber of green sweet peppers and several 
onions, along w 1th two tablespoonful* 
of celery seed, one tablespoonful each 
of whole pepper, cloves, cinnamon and 
allspice. 
Sib e cucumbers and onions 
aud sprinkle with salt In layers, using 
about three fourths of a cupful of salt. 
Let It stand overnight. 
In the mean­ 
time put the sliced peppers Into a 
brine made by adding two and a half 
ounce* of salt to a gallon of water and 
let them stand overnight. 
Drain and 
let them all stand hi * lear water from 
one to two hours. 
Put whole spices 
into a chee ceinth bag, put Into vine­ 
gar and let them boil five minutes, 
after which remove spices and pour 
vinegar o'er vegetables and let them 
stand twenty-four hours; pack In Jars. 
Cucunitier and pepper In layers, and 
cover with the vinegar.
